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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 6-15 are allowed. 

2. The changes to the drawings filed August 1 5th, 2007, are approved. 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

In interpreting the claims, in light of the specification and the applicant's 
amendments filed August 15th, 2007, the Examiner finds the claimed invention to be 
patentably distinct from the prior art of record. The prior art does not teach all of the 
limitations of the independent claims in combination with the other elements presented. 

The prior art of record teaches web service interfaces between service 
requestors and service providers using intermediaries in order to convert requests into 
appropriate formats (Sedukhin, abstract and summary). The prior art also teaches the 
use of intermediary frameworks and tModels to aid in the request translation process 
(e.g., Sedukhin, figs. 5 and 7). 

However, as per claims 6-15, the prior art fails to teach a method for invoking a 
web service between a service requestor and provider by making a service request to 
an intermediary that includes a source tModel and web service information. The 
request is then used by the intermediary to retrieve a corresponding mapping aspect 
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and code structure. The retrieved mapping aspect and code structure are then weaved 
together at runtime. Afterwards, the service invocation is completed in the form of a 
target tModel. These limitations, taken in the environment of the independent claims 
and limited to the disclosure given in the specification, distinguish from the prior art of 
record.
